WAS born at Ball-Inn near Liſmore 


as was allo my Brother Patrick. My 
other Fellow-Sufferers (except David Abearn, 
who was born near Clogheen in the County of 
Tipperary) were born in faid Pariſh. We 
have all led an honeſt and laborious Life till

January laſt, when finding the Levellers or 
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White Boys in the County of Tipperary, had 
partly ſucceeded in redreſſing ſome of the 
Grievances they complained of, by levelling 


Ditches, which they aſſured themſelves were 


raiſed upon Commons; we unhappily had a 
Meeting laſt Candlemaſs, to the Number of

bourhood. By her Children, all thoſe that 
would join us for the aforeſaid Purpoſes. ] 
More than this we ſwore not, nor did it 
ever enter into our Thoughts to do any Thing 
againſt the King or Government. 
-. Having thus unfortunately ſworn, we. pro- 
ceeded to level Part of Mr. Graib's Ditch on 
a Mountain. We were preſent two Nights 
more at levelling ſome Ditches, but gave no 
iſtauce but by -our Preſence, . The Nut

We hope the Reſt of 
Steve's Children will take Warning by our
